“Back4to-heland” is not a 
fever in the minds of men bred from 
the miasma of real estate ddvertis- 
ers; but rather a constant desire in 
the minds of thovsands who were 
reared on the farm and who would 
cheerfully go back could they but feel 
sure of a chance to secure a start 
toward independence in living. No- 
tice how many thousand people make 
application for “homesteads” on each 
occasion, In recent years, when the 
Government has thrown open some 
reservation to settlement. Men will 
expend hundreds of dollars in travel 
and subsistence, then stand in line, 
for hours and sometimes days, to get 
themselves registered, for a chance 
to draw a privilege, to take one 
chance in a thousand or more, of 
drawing a “homestead,” in a vast 
tract where the best is not as good, 
by far, as the average of the lands 
adjoining the Gulf of Mexico, which 
are now under discussion.
